STRANGE 
STORY 
OF CRIME. 


Unfolded in the Trial of Steve Adams 
at Wallace, Ida. 
Wallace, Ida., Feb. 20.—An extra­ 
ordinary 
story 
of crime 
and 
con­ 
spiracy was unfolded 
in the trial of 
Steve Adams, when Archie Phillips, 
Fred Tyler's neighbor and friend, told 
of the “jumper killers’ association,” a 
secret society alleged 
to have been 
formed by men 
living in the 
woods 
along Marble creek in the summer of 
1904. 
Its purpose was supposed to be 
the killing of the later settlors who 
had jumped the timber claims of some 
of 
the earlier 
arrivals. 
A 
Swede 
named Engstrum, 
the witness said, 
was supposed to be the president of 
the society, and Jack Simpkins, whose 
claim had been jumped by Tyler, was 
supposed to he one of the ringleaders, 
as also was Steve Adams. 
Phillips testified that Tyler stopped 
at his house for supper the night, be­ 
fore he disappeared. 
He 
told Phil­ 
lips that he was af laid to stay in that 
region; that it was getting too hot for 
him and he was going to leave. Cross- 
examination failed to shake Phillips’ 
testimony. 
Mrs. Nellie Phillips, wife of the wit­ 
ness, told of repeatedly seeing Adams 
and Simpkins on the trail near their 
home a few days before Tyler disap­ 
peared. 
She told of Tyler’s last meal 
at their home and testified to hearing 
four shots fired the next morning at 
the time when the settler is supposed 
to have been murdered. 


New York, 
Feb. 2ft.—Mrs. 
Evelyn 
Nesblt Thaw has entered upon the or­ 
deal of her cross-examination and be­ 
fore District Attorney Jerome had had 
tho witness in charge for half an hour 
he had secured from the court a ruling 
which apparently opens the way for 
bringing into tile trial of Harry Thaw 
all manner 
of evidence 
which may 
tend to discredit the defendant’s wife. 
Heretofore it has been held that the 
rules 
of evidence 
protected 
young 
Mrs. Thaw 
and that 
regardless of 
whether her story was true or false 
the fact that she had told it to her 
husband was the one essential point 
Mrs. Thaw 
had been allowed 
to re­ 
peat the story so that the jury might 
judge as to Its effect In unbalancing 
the mind of the man on trial for the 
murder of Stanford White. 
Mr. Jerome, by 
a single question 
opened the way for the introduction of 
testimony tending to show the truth 
or falsity of Mrs. T haw ’s story. 
He 
asked the witness: 
“W as tile story you told Mr. Thaw 
true?” 
“ It was,” she replied firmly. 
Mr. Hennas, T haw ’s leading counsel 
objected strongly to the question, hut 
Justice Fitzgerald held it to be com­ 
petent as tending to show* the credi­ 
bility 
of tile witness. 
W hether 
Mr. 
Jerome intends to take advantage of 
the 
ruling in 
an attem pt 
to throw 
doubt upon the truth of the story or 
whether Justice 
Fitzgerald intended 
his ruling to cover the whole subject 
of Mrs. Thaw ’s evidence, 
the future 
conduct of the case alone can deter­ 
mine. 
Mr. Delmas will continue to 
fight with constant objections the In­ 
troduction 
of any 
testimony as 
to 
events in the young woman’s life, but 
tin* subject of the credibility of a wit­ 
ness is a wide one and Justice Fitz­ 
gerald 
indicated that 
he would 
ho 
liberal 
in his 
interpretation cf 
the 
rules in that respect. 
Brings Out Material Points. 
He allowed 
Mr. Jerome to 
bring 
from Mrs. 
J. J. Caine of 
Poston, a 
friend of Mrs. Thaw, who took tile w it­ 
ness stand during 
the morning ses­ 
sion, many material points as to the 
movements of Harry Thaw’ and Evelyn 
Nesbit following 
their return 
from 
Europe 
in 1904, including 
the pub­ 
lished incident of their being ejected 
from tin* Hotel 
Cumberland in this 
city—tho 
proprietor 
insisting 
that 
they should register as man and wife 
or leave their suites, which adjoined. 
Tn bringing out these facts Mr. Jerom e 
denied that 
he was attacking 
Mrs. 
Thaw and said he wras simply testing 
the credibility of Mrs. Caine. 
The district attorney seemed reluc­ 
tant to begin the cross-examination of 
Mrs. Thaw, desiring to have the m at­ 
ter postponed until Thursday morning 
in 
order that 
he 
might 
determ ine 
whether or not a further examination 
of the witness was necessary on the 
issues Involved In the case. 
“After I have looked 
further Into 
the m atter I may decide to cross-ex­ 
amine Mrs. Thaw ,” Mr. Jerome stated 
to the 
court, “or 
I may waive 
my 
right. 
Tf, when all the testimony as 
to the Insanity of this deiendant Is In 
I shall he honestly of the opinion that 
he was insane at the 
time this act 
was committed, I do not propose to 
take lip the tim e of this court and this 
jury in contending 
” 
Mr. Delmas here 
interrupted Mr. 
Jerome. 
He wanted to know if the 
district attorney m eant that if he was 
honestly convinced that Thaw’ wras in ­ 
sane w’hen he shot Stanford W hite he 
would abandon the prosecution.

Refused to Promise Anything. 
"T promise nothing.” retorted the 
prosecuting attorney. 
V wordy 
conflict ensued, 
during 
which Mr. Jerome 
hinted at broken 
confidences and evasion 
of stipula­ 
tions. 
He declared he did not wish to 
humiliate the witness 
with a cross­ 
examination* which he might deen un­ 
necessary.

NOT BORN OF “POOR WHITES’ 


Noted 
H istorian 
T e lls 
of 
Research 


M ade T h a t C lea rly Establishes L in e ­ 


age of G reat E m a n c ip a to r’s Parents. 


Denounces W ro ng s Done T h e m Both. 


By IDA M. TARBELL. 
Among tho many wrongs of history— 
and they tire legion—there Is none in 
our American chapter at least which 
is graver than that which has been 
done tho parents, and particularly the 
mother, 
of 
Abraham 
Lincoln. 
Of 
course I refer to tho widespread tra­ 
dition that Lincoln w as bom of that 
class known in the south as “poor 
whites,” that his father was not Thom­ 
as Lincoln, as his biographers Insist 
on declaring, Ult a rich and cultured 
planter of another state than Ken­ 
tucky, and that his mother not only 
gave a fatherless boy to the world, 
U lt herself was a nameless child. 
The 
tradition has alw ays lacked particulari­ 
ty. 
For instance, there has been large 
difference of opinion about the plantar 
who fathered Abraham, who he was 
and where he came from. 
One story 
calls him Enloe, another Calhoun, an­ 
other Hardin, 
and 
several 
different 
static claim him. 
Only five years ago 
a D>ok was published In North Caro­ 
lina to prove that Lincoln’s father was 
a resident of that state. 
The bulk of 
the testimony offered in this instance 
cann* from men and women who had 
been N>rn lung after Abraham Lincoln, 
had never seen him and never heard 
tin* tale they repeated until long after 
his election to the presidency. 
Of tin* truth of these statements as 
to Lincoln's origin no proof has ever 
been produced. They were rumors, dil­ 
igently spread In tin* first place by 
those who for [xdltleal purposes were 
glad to belittle a political opponent. 
They grew with telling, and, curiously 
enough, two of Lincoln's best friends 
helped perpetuate them 
Messrs. 
I.a- 
nion 
and 
Herndon 
both 
of 
whom 
wrote lives of the president which are 
of great interest and value. 
But nei­ 
ther of these men w as a student, anil 
they did not take the trouble to look 
for records of 
Mr. 
Lincoln’s birth. 
They accepted rn a ors aud enlarged 
upon them. 
Indol I. it was not until 
perhaps twenty-live years ago that the 
matter was taken up seriously aud iyi 
investigation begun. 
This has been 
going on at intervals ever since until 
I venture to say ttint few persons born 
Iii a pioneer community, as Lincoln 
was, and as early as I HOP have their 
lineage on both sides as clearly estab­ 
lished as that of Abraham Lincoln. 
It 
takes. Indeed, a most amazing credul­ 
ity for any one to believe the stories 
I have alluded to after having looked 
at the records of his family. 
Lincoln 
himself, backed by the record in the 
Lincoln family Bible, is the first au­ 
thority for the time and place of bis 
birth as well as the name of his fa­ 
ther and motlier. 
The fattier. Thomas 
Lincoln, far from being a “p o o 1 white.” 
was the son of a prosperous Kentucky 
pioneer, a man of honorable and well 
»*stal)lished lineage who had am ie from 
Virginia as a friend of Daniel Boone, 
and had there bought large tracts of 
laud and begun to grow up with tho 
country, when* he was killed by the 
Indians, 
fie left a large family. 
By 
the law of Kentucky the estate went 
mainly to the eldest son, aud 
the 
youngest, Thomas Lincoln, wa- loft to 
shift for hlmsolf. 
Tiffs youngest son 
grow to manhood and on Juno in, ISG, 
was married at Beeehland, Ky.. to a 
young woman of a family v/eil known 
in the vicinity, Nancy Hanks. 
There 
Is no doubt whatever about the time 
aud Hie place of their marriage. 
All 
tile legal documents required in Ken­ 
tucky at that period for a marriage are 
in existence. 
Not only have we the 
bond and the certificate, but the mar­ 
riage is duly entered in a list of mar­ 
riage returns made by Jesse Head. one 
of tin.* lu*st known early Methodist min­ 
isters of Kentucky. 
It is now to be 
seen 
in tile records of Washington 
county, Ivy. 
There is even in existence 
a very full and amusing account of the 
wedding and the fanfare which fob 
lowed by a guest who was present and 
who for years after was accustomed t > 
visit. Thomas and Nancy. 
This guest. 
Christopher 
Columbus 
Graham, 
a 
unique aud perfectly trustworthy man, 
a prominent citizen of Louisville, died 
only a few years ago. 
But while these documents dispose 
effectually of the question of the par­ 
entage of 
Lincoln 
they 
d<> uot of 
course clear up the shadow which 
hangs over the parentage of his motli­ 
er. 
Is thole anything to show that 
Nancy Hanks herself was of as clear 
and clean lineage as lier husband? 
There had been nothing whatever un­ 
til a few years ago, through the e f­ 
forts of Mrs 
Caroline Hanks Hitch­ 
cock of Cambridge, Mass., who had In 
preparation 
tin* 
genealogy 
of 
the 
Hunks 
family 
In 
America, 
a 
little 
volume was published showing what 
she hail established In regard to Nancy 
Hanks. 
Mrs. Hitchcock had begun at 
the far end of the line the arrival of 
om* Benjamin Hanks in Massachusetts 
in I GSK*. 
She discovered that one of his sons, 
William, moved to Virginia and that 
In the latter part of the eighteenth cen 
turv Ills children formed in Amelia 
county of that state a large settle

It has been inferred by those who 
have made no Investigation of Thomas 
Lincoln’s life that Nancy Hanks made 
a very poor choice of a husband. 
The 
facts do not entirely warrant this the­ 
ory. Thomas U nco ip had been forced 
from his boyhood to shift for himself 
In a young and undeveloped country. 
Ile is known to have been a man who, 
in spite of his wandering life, con­ 
tracted no bad habits. 
Ile was tem­ 
perate aud honest, and his name is 
recorded in more than one place Iii 
the records of Kentucky. 
Ile was a 
churchgoer and, if tradition may bo 
believed, a stout defender of his pe­ 
culiar religious views. 
Ho held ad­ 
vanced ideas of what w as already an 
important 
public 
question 
in 
Ken­ 
tucky, the right to hold negroes as 
slaves. One of his old friends has said 
of him and his wife, Nancy Hanks, 
that they were “just steeped full of 
notions nltout the wrongs of slavery 
ami the rights of men, as explained by 
Thomas Jefferson and Thomas Paine.” 
These facts show that he must have 
been a mail of some natural intelli­ 
gence. 
lie had a trade and owned a 
farm. 
That the two people w ho endured its 
hardships and made in spite of them a 
home where a boy could conceive an I 
nourish such Ideals and enthusiasms 
as Inspired Abraham Lincoln from his 
early years should have their names 
darkened by unfounded suspicions is a 
cruel injustice, against which every 
honest and patriotic American ought to 
set his face. If iii carrying out tilt* no­ 
ble project of making a national park 
of the Kentucky farm whore Thomas 
Lincoln and Nancy H anks made their 
first home Hie directors do nothing 
more than to set forth the facts of the 
parentage of Abraham Lincoln they 
will justify their undertaking.
